For this is 
the most critical period of the entire 
session; virtually all of the issues 
are still at issue—still awaiting a fi- 
nal roll-call. And the next week or 
two will determine whether the Leg- 
islature turns left or right, or stays 
on solid middle-of-the-road ground. 
It will determine whether you must 
pay new taxes on top of already ex- 
cessive taxes, or whether a halt is 
ealiec in the constantiy soaring cost 
of state government. It will deter- 
mine, too. whether the will of the 
people, as expressed at the polls last 
November, is to be flaunted in sev- 
eral instances, or whether the Leg- 
islature is willing to accept a pop- 
ular vote as a mandate to be re- 
spected. 

As this is written, there is every 
evidence that in the final show- 
down this year will be much more to 
reward than to reprove. For thus far 
the lawmakers have shown a de- 
termination to reject radical legis- 
lation, to vote a good, sound econ- 
omy program and to kill unsound 
and unfair bills. But the pressure 
from pressure groups is becoming 
heavier as the session draws closer 
to an end—and this is the period 
which determines the final outcome. 

It is not enough for farmers and 
other alert voters to keep a tally 
of how their representatives are per- 
forming, although that is vitally im- 
portant.

Lack Of Snow Increases 
Fire Hazard; Forest 
Officers Ask Caution 


Due to the rather dry winter and 
lack of a heavy snow pack, the open- 
ing day of fishing season on May 
30th will find the streams in excel- 
lent condition for the angler on the 
Eldorado National Forest, Forest Su- 
pervisor Edwin F. Smith stated to- 
day. 

For those who desire lake fishing, 
|most of the snow is gone from the 
higher elevations and many of the 
lakes which under normal condi- 
tions would still be buried in snow 
| are now accessible. 


Although the dry season means 
good successful fishing now, sports- 
men should bear in mind that the 
fire hazard is very high and great 
care must be exercised with the use 
of fire, 


The following fire regulations are 
now in force, and the Forest Serv- 
ice seeks your cooperation in their 
observance: 

1. Smoking is prohibited except 
in posted areas, in camp grounds or 
places of habitation. 

2. Campfire permits are required 
before fires can be built. This in- 
cludes oi] and gasoline camp stoves. 


3. In order to secure a campfire 
permit a shovel and axe is required. 
Shovel must have an 8 inch blade 
and be at least 36 inches overall and 
the axe must have at leact a two 
pound head and be not less than 
26 inches in length. 


Campfire permits are issued free 
at any Ranger Station, Automobile 
Club offices and other designated 
agents.

BEARDED WORKERS LESS 
SUSCEPTIBLE T0 
SILICOSIS 


PITTSBURGH, (lP) — The beard 
may be outmoded but scientists 
have at last found a use for it as a 
protection against dread silicosis, a 
disease affecting the lungs of work- 
men forced to breathe certain in- 
dustrial dusts. 

Word that the beard is making a 
comeback among some men _ work- 
ers is contained in a bulletin issued 
by the Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Research. 


The bulletin, eighth in a series 
distributed among 250 industrial 
concerns employing 1,000,000 Amer- 
ican workmen, describes tests made 
among English stonecutters for 
traces of silicosis. The English in- 
vestigators were surprised to learn 
that: : 

1. Clean - shaven men _ suffered 
most from the disease. 

2. Men with “strong” mus- 
taches suffered little. | 

3. Those with mustaches and 
bushy beards virtually were im- 
mune.

COMBAT 
Inferiority 


~Complex 
By Removing 
Child’s Fear 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 

A TEACHER writes from Iowa: 

“Dear Dr. Myers: You spoke be- 
fore our teachers association two 
years ago and because I think you 
can help me, I am writing for some 
advice. 

“We have a senior boy who has an 
inferioriily complex due to extreme 
bashfulness and multiplied a thou- 
sand-fold because he has just re- 
turned to our school this year after 
having spent 14 months in our State 
Reformatory for Boys. (We feel 
that he really received unjust treat- 
ment in being sent there. He seems 
to be a good fellow, no discipline 
problem at all, and the group and 
teachers accept him and respect 
him.) 

“Now the problem of fear is en- 
tering into the picture. At the 
change of the semester he was en- 
rolled in two courses, Salesmanship 
and English, which require oral re- 
ports and talks standing up before 
the class. I do not teach either of 
these classes, but have gained his 
confidence, having had him last 
semester in my work. During the 
past two weeks he has been staying 
away from school, but I have suc- 
ceeded in talking with him and he 
has confessed that he simply cannot 
get on his feet before the classes. 

Self-Confidence 


“I have spent considerable time 
off and on talking to him about 
building self-confidence in himself, 
and explaining that we all have this 
‘fear’ and only through experience 
can we hope to overcome it. Just 
now he is facing an assignment of a 
big sales talk, and after I thought I 
had him to the point where he could 
give it, he couldn’t face the issue 
and only because I telephoned him 
and brought him here is he in school 
today. 

“In the meantime I have been 
talking to his teacher, a fine young 
man, our coach, and this boy re- 
spects him and calls him his best 
friend. But I haven't told the boy 
that I have talked to him, and we 
both are wondering what would be 
the best procedure. Shall we try to 
insist that he give these talks to 
conquer his fear and perhaps get 
him over this inferior feeling, or 
would it be best to try to consult 
others and take him out of this 
course and put him in some class 
without these requirements? ... 

Mental Torture 

“We know he is going through 
severe mental torture and I am hop- 
ing that we do the right thing in 
time before he does something to 
harm himself or cause him to break 
his parole.” 

My reply was about as follows: 
You can never be paid for all the 
good you are doing. Prevail upon 
his teacher to let him continue in 
this course but to have an under- 
standing with the lad, or any other 
timid students, that a single sen- 
tence will suffice as the first talk. 
This the boy could write out and 
memorize. Later he could venture 
a talk of two or three sentences, 
gradually proving to himself that 
he could gain courage to speak in 
class. The lad also might be told to 
sit while he speaks if that wiil help 
him.
